TO ENFORCE LAW 


ON CHILD LABOR 


Labor and Industry I)?part- 
ment Heads Told to 
Cheek Violations. 


H arrisburg, 
M arch 
IO 
(AP) — 
R alph M. B ash ore, Secretary of L a­ 
bor and Industry, directed inspec­ 
tors of the departm ent M onday to 
strike im m ediately a t exploitation 
of women and children, p articlar- 
ly in night clubs, taproom s and 
places of en tertainm ent. 
B ashore issued his orders a t a 
m eeting of bureau heads, supervisors 
and inspectors called to report on 
conditions in their districts. 
“We are receiving so m any com ­ 
plaint sa bo u t children working in 
these places th a t I am determ ined 
th is practice m ust be stopped,” he 
said. 
W ants ( ’lean-up in 2 W eeks 
Bashore gave every inspector two 
weeks in w hich to rep o rt th a t “his 
entire district is clean.” 
“I w ant to know th a t at the end 
of th a t tim e there is no violation 
of a child labor law in a beer gar-" 
d* n, radio station, th e atre, barbeque 
or ta p room,” he said. 
“I take it for g ran te d inspectors 
are scrupulous In protecting women 
and children in in d u strial plants. 
W** know we m ust depend in part 
upon the co-operation of business 
m en. 
“At the last session of th e Legis­ 
latu re an effort was m ade to estab ­ 
lish a m inim um wage for women and 


the A dm inistration was successful 
, In forcing through a child labor act, 
; w hich I expect every inspector to 
enforce as strictly as he can. 
“The entire force of the A dm inis­ 
tratio n is back of every inspector so 
long as he honestly and firm ly ap- 
| plies the laws.” 
Acid 31k Inspectors 
Bashore said 318 m en an d women 
have been added to the inspection 
i force of the d epartm ent through an 
arrangem ent w ith th e WEA and will 
j be instructed to seek violator* of the 
j laws regulating th e labor of women 
and children in Pennsylvania. 
“It is not for th is d ep artm en t to 
j m ake exceptions," B ashore said, “it 
is our duty to enforce these laws. 
We will do th a t regardless of how’ 
m any people this happens to h u rt.”

6 NATIONS TO 


HELP FRANCE 


Will Support Protest Against 
Germany’s 
Actions 
in 
League of Nations. 


Paris, March IO (AP).—France, 
with pledges of support for her pro­ 
test against German reoccupation 
of the Rhine zone, saw her position 
weakened Monday night by an ap­ 
parent British desire to negotiate a 
new' European peace treaty. 
Publicly the government asked its 
military allies how' far they will go 
to punish Adolf Hitler’s violation of 
the Locarno pact. 
Six nations—Poland, Russia, Bel­ 
gium, 
Czechoslovakia, 
Yugoslavia 
and Rumania—came forward with 
pledges of support for the French 
protest to the League of Nations. 
Privately French officials declared 
that the speech in the House of 
Commons by Anthony Eden, British 
foreign secretary, left possible only 
a ’■platonic" condemnation of the 
Reich at Geneva. 
Officials expressed themselves as 
convinced that Great Britain must 
be the intermediary in any discus­ 
sion between France and Germany 
over the Reich’s denunciation of the 
mutual security treaty. 
Pierre-Etienne 
Flandin. 
foreign 
minister, canvassed every possibility 
of action which would enable Great 
Britain to become the mediator. 
While the government stands by 
its refusal to negotiate as long as 
German troops are in the Rhine­ 
land officials said in the event of a 
‘miracle’’ evacuation of the reoccu­ 
pied zone France would insist that 
any discussion be held within the 
framework of the league. 
The government would demand, 
officials added, that any Franco- 
German pact be guaranteed by a 
third power, presumably Great Brit­ 
ain. 
The flat refusal of Premier Al­ 
bert Sarraut to consider offers of 
new treaties, they said, makes it 
,,impossible’, for Paris to talk direct­ 
ly to Berlin and at the same time 
"save its face." 


THREE LEAD IN 


VOIDING PACTS 


Hitler Action Not Unusual; 
Japan and Italy Are 
Also Cited. 


(B y T h e A ssociated P re s s) 
Open or tacit denunciation of 
treaty parchments by signatory na­ 
tions, such as that by Germany in 
respect to the Locarno pact Satur­ 
day, is hardly unusual in recent 
world history. 
Only a step removed from formal 
denunciation is treaty violation, an 
act charged against Italy and Japan, 
among other nations, in the last few 
years. 
An outstanding instance of de­ 
nunciation issued from Chancellor 
Hitler a year ago when he formally 
denounced the military clauses of 
the Treaty of Versailles, ending the 
World War. His reoccupation of the 
Rhineland was characterized by the 
Allies of World War days as a 
‘violation of the Versailles Treaty. 
Premier Mussolini of Italy was 
charged with a violation of the 


League of Nations covenant when 
he initiated his war in Ethopla; he 
was accused, too, of rupturing sun­ 
dry treaties and “understandings" 
with Ethiopia, France, Great Britain 
and other nations having interests 
in Ethiopia. 
Japan Violation 
As late as last December Japan 
announced the nine-Power treaty, 
drawn to maintain the territorial 
integrity of China in 1922, never 
had been fully effective. Last month 
Senator Pittman of Nevada charged 
Japan in its conquest of Manchuria 
had violated the League covenant. 
The Kellogg-Briand pact to outlaw 
war, and the nine-Power pact. 
By virtue of the obligations im­ 
posed by the covenant, treaty de­ 
nunciation in world affairs has been 
coupled closely with the resignations 
of Japan and Germany from the 
League. Germany’s resignation was 


effective last October, Japan’s last 
March. 
Latest of the new treaties, con­ 
stantly in the making, to be pub­ 
lished are the British-German naval 
tonnage treaty and 
the Russo- 
French mutual assistance treaty. 


Hitler Saturday proposed other new 
treaties, non-aggression pacts to 
guarantee the peace of Western Eu­ 
rope. 
Premier Mussolini, too, has 
been proposing new treaties, notably 
a four-Power pact similar to that 
suggested by his brother-dictator in 
Germany.
